Raupp’s Statement. 

“Gov. Hyde has recommended 
me to the War Department for the 
place, and the matter is now in the 
hands of that department,” Raupp. 
who is Adjutant-General of Mis- 
souri, said today. “So I do not care 
to say anything further.” 

In alloting the various troops of 
the division, Missouri! wag given one 
brigade of infantry, which the late 
Brigadier-General Harvey Clark 
commanded at its organization and 
to which command Raupp, as the 
senior Missouri Colonel, succeeded 
at Clark’s death.

HEN the new Parliament meets for

Neither Liberals nor 
Socialists can therefore keep them in power, 
for even if they drop protection they have 


made such a mess of affairs that the nation }

The range of transmitting and 
receiving radio messages depends 
upon the nature of the territory ly- 
ing between the transmitting and 
the receiving stations, the greatest 


range for a given power being ob- | 


tained over water. Any metal, par- 
ticularly iron or steel, lying be- 
tween the stations, will cause loss 
of signalgestrength. Such metal] may 


either be in the form of‘artificial 
structure, such as building frame- 
work or tin roofs, or may be in the 
form of ore deposits.

his success. Before perfecting his ‘‘coo}’”’ light his 
experiments had been with dead specimens. With 
a living, moving subject dnder the powerful! lens, 
it was impossible to keep the active insect in focus! 
In ordinary motion picture photography, this is 
a simple problem: in microscopic motion picture 
photography it was disasatrous to success. The 
lenses necessary to perfect results must be so fine 
and the focus so sharp that failure loomed ahead 
of the young experimenter. When it is considered 
that microscopic specimens are so small thet mil- 
lions of them live in a trace of matter no larger 


-than the point of a needle the difficulties of kecping 


ene of them in focus can be appreciated. 
Tolhurst took two plates of plategiass, and 
one of them placed a drop of water. The plates we 
clamped together uaatil only a microscopic trac 
moisture remained between them. In this trace 
moisture, microscopic life lived, moved and |!

Tolhurst solved this problem in mechanics and 
photography with a quickly adjustable lens. geared 
to an adjustment of one-ten-thousandth of an inch 

Another problem to be solved was one in- ee 
nomics. If he wanted to catch the lateral race of 2 
spider across its web in its leap after a fly, it was 
necessary to keep his camera going continuousls 
grinding out its hundreds of feet of expensive film 
or he would have to start his camera instantly. As 
it is sometimes the better part of a day before the 
capricious insect decides to perform, it can be seen 
that the former plan would involve such a waste of 
film as to be ruinous to the experimenter, or place 
a prohibitive price on the pictures. By means of a 
continuously operating motor, and a system of elec- 
trically operated clutches, Tolhurst perfected a 
method of starting his camera instantly. It can bé 


operated from any point of the laboratory with such 


alacrity that the quickest movement of the liveliest 
insect cannot bé so instant as to escape the watch- 
fulness of the camera or the recording sensitive film 
haek of the whirring shutter. 2 

With the perfection of this last apparatus, Tol- 
hurst was ena@led to commenee his. photégraphic- 
microscopie studies which have resulted in the most 
rematkable pictures of this nature ever secured. 
The myriad life of the ant hill has been photo- 
graphed, and the determined workers are shown 
constructing a tunnel and storehouses for their win- 
ter supply of food. While the tiny workers strug- 
gie with their excavation problems, carrying bould- 
ers many times their size, performing prodigious 
feats of engineering in seeming haste and confusion, 
the greatest system and order prevails. An in- 
stance will suffice to show the organization among 
the workers. While the burden bearers are strug- 
zling up the narrow tunnel laden with debris, bould 
ers, tiny twigs or roots, the workers returning t 
the blind end of the tunnel walk on elling, zgiv- 
ing the right of way to their burdened co-workers. 

Each has her task to do (the women do all the 
work) and the life of the ant hill goes on, ceaseless- 
ly following this rigid routine. 

Similar eonditions prevail in the beehive. The 
colony is divided into workers, builders, honey 
bearers, housekeepers and drones, and over all is

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Rit and Legends About Famous Trees 1 in Englam 


HERE are many more trees with his- 
tories, or in some other way remark- 
able, than could be mentioned here. 
For a tree may be a very ancient sur- 
vival indeed,*a venerable relic that was 
perhaps not so very young when,Wil- 
liam the Conqueror came over. 

Many oaks in England are of great antiquity, but 
there are yews far older. The huge yew-tree in 
Crowhurst. churchyard, near Lingfield, is thought 
to be 1200 years old. It yet thrives, although about 
a century ago a room was cut in its mighty trunk by 
some barbarians. The girth of the trunk is 32 feet 
9 inches. A table and chair were placed in the 
room, which will hold 18 or-20 persons, with no 
space to spare. The door of this singular apart- 
ment is now generally kept closed and padlocked. 


Among venerable English oaks, the “‘Queen’s 
Oak,”’ in the old forest of Whittlebury, near Potters- 
pury, is still hale and hearty. It is indted historic, 
for under its shade, in 1464, Edward IV met Eliza- 
beth Woodville, the beautiful young widow of Sir 
John Grey of Groby, whom, later, he married 

The story had a tragic ending, for, years later, 
cot two sons, aéter the death of the King, were mur- 
dered.in the Tower of London by their uncle, in 
order that he should secure the succession, as Rich- 
ard III. 

The ancient oaks of Windsor Forest, now Wind- 
sor Great Park, are long past -their prime. “Wil- 
liam the Conqueror’s Oak’”’ is decaying, and ‘“‘Shaks- 
peare’s Oak”’ long ago became a mere stump; while 
the most famous of all, ‘“‘Herne’s Oak,’ was blown 
down in 1863. In the same year Queen Victoria 
planted an oak sapling on the site of it. 


Herne, by traditioh, was a keeper who went mad” 


and roamed the forest with deer’s antlers fixed to 
his head. At length. he hanged himself on the oak, 
and his ghost, it was said, haunted the spot. The 
story of this unfortunate man was made use of by 
Harrison Ainsworth in his “Windsor Castle.” 

The Major Oak, in Sherwood Forest, is hollow, 


and although only one person can well squeeze 
through the rift in its trunk, there is room for 20 


people within. Around its root the girth of the. 


Maior Oak is.54 feet. The tree still flourishes. 


Not far distant is the Greendale Oak, in the park 
of Welbeck Abbey. This had a passage cut through 
it by the former Duke of Portland. He made a bet 
that he owned a tree which would, when cut, admit 
a coach and four horses. The cut was 10 feet 6 
inches high by 6 feet 6 inches wide, and he won 
his wager by driving through. It was not very 
sportsmsniike, however, for he had a small coach 
especially built for the purpose. The poor old tree 
is now greatly shrunken. 

The oldest wood in England is the weird ‘‘Wist- 
man’s Wood,’’ on Dartmoor, in a lonely and little- 
visited nook. It is a wood of miniature dwarf oaks, 


growing amid boulders. Bhe wood is full of adders, 
and the grim waa are thickly draped with shaggy, 
gray-green moss. ~ | 
There stands in a field near “Capp’s Lodge, ” not 
far from Burford, Oxfordshire, an oak with the in- 
scription on its trunk, “H. D.;.T. D., 1784." It is 
this tree on which the bodies of Henry and Thomas 
Dundson were gibbeted, after being hanged at 
Gloucester for highway robbery. They were leaders 
of the “Dindson,Gang,” who once Agrrorized that 
countryside. It not a large tree. Local super- 
stition declares that it has ceased to grow since be- 


ing put to that use. 
A very curious tree grows in the church of Ross, 


jin Herefordshire. Ross is the little town associated - 


with John Kyrie, called ‘‘The Man of Ross,”’ who was 
born in 1637 and died in 1724. He was in many 
ways a benefactor to the town, and, among other 
things, jie planted the fine elm avenue‘ in the 
churchyard which still in part remains.. — 

For many years past two suckers from the elms 
outside have sprung up through the flooring of 
Kyrle’s pew,’and although every now and again 
they appear to be dead, they reneW their vigor, and 
at present are ee exceedingly.

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Boxes Are: Now Made From Sawdust and Ashes 


AWDUST, trampled underfoot for years» has 
risen to new heights. It is now one of the im- 
portant ingredients in the making of boxes. 
Christine M. Lewis, writing in St. Nicholas, de- 
scribes the process by which ashes and sawdust are 
used to make handsome containers. She saw a man 
rubbing a dry, mealy. mixture by hand through a huge 
sieve; and in its final state—a coarse, dry powder— 
the compound was taken to the presses, ready. for the 
next step in the process. a 
There are four large presses in the factory. Two 
are used for making the lower part of the boxes, and 
two, by bronze embossing dies of different pat- 
terns, which can be changed at will, impress upon the 
covers a wide variety of ful designs—Roman, 


e Greek, Egyptian, Gothic, Moresque or Renaissance. 


A certain quantity of the powder from the mixing 
room is placed on round sheets of paper, somewhat 
smaller than a dinner-plate; and inserted in the 
presses under the dies. With a movement of the 
hand, the presses are lowered; the powder is left 
to bake for about three minutes; the presses are 
then lifted; and behold out come the boxes, a beau- 
tiful creamy brown, like that of newly baked bread, 
and giving off a resinous odor. There they are 
complete, with but a single operation. No folding 
or gluing of edges, no fitting of bottom and sides 
and top is necessary. It is upon the simplicity of the 
operation of the presses that the cheapness of the 
whole process depends. The covers are produced in 
exactly the same way.
